Departments.

Talmadge leaders are care- 
fully considering a proposed 
plan for curtailing county 
welfare departments in Geor- 
gia and setting up approxi- 
mately 20 districts for the ad- 
ministration of social security 
benefits, it was learned yes- 
terday. 

At a legislative conference early 
this week, the Governor-elect 
called upon the General Assembly 
to cut the welfare department’s 
overhead 90 per cent, but did not 
say how this was to be done. 


The district plan, it is believed, | 


would bring about a saving of ap- 
proximately $500,000 in the ad- 


ministration. of old-age pensions | 


and other benefits.

Fulton county probably would 
maintain its own department un- 
der such a system, but it would 
disburse no state funds, going back 
to somewhat the same set-up that 
existed prior to 1937. 

Such drastic action will be nec- 
essary, it is believed, if the Gov- 
ernor-elect is to carry out his 
pledge to cut the overhead of the 
department 90 per cent. 

This plan alone would not bring 
about the necessary reduction, but 
he is known to be considering oth- 
er possible savings in the depart- 
ment.

Negro ratio among those selected 
for Army training, it was declared. 

The 1930 census places Geor- 
gia’s Negro population at 36.8 per 
cent of the total, and therefore 
that percentage will be followed 
in filling the state’s 1941 draft 
quota of 12,700 men. This means 
that 8,000 white and 4,700 Negro 
registrants will be inducted from 
Georgia between now and next 
June. 

State headquarters said that 
more Negro trainees would be 
taken as the Army sets up special 
units for them. It is understood 
that large numbers of Negro sol- 
diers will be assigned to antiair- 
craft units and other artillery di- 
visions. 

The state’s January call for 
2,000 men will include a _ very 
small Negro proportion, but in 
February more Negroes will be ac- 
cepted than white registrants, of- 
ficials stated. 

Induction of both white and Ne- 
gro trainees has been slow be- 
cause of lack of adequate camp 
facilities, but as work is rushed 
and new sites are completed the 
rate of acceptance will increase.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 11.—(/)—

“It’s a challenge to the democ- 
racies of the world, including the 
United States,” said Senator King, 
Democrat, Utah. “Hitler now 
claims leadership of the world 
group of totalitarian powers.” 

King said Hitler had been 
“subtile and evasive” in his ap- 
peal to Reich workers but made it 
plain that the “democratic govern- 


ments of the world must be de-; 
stroyed and that totalitarian states 


must dominate with Germany as 
the center, or core.”

Luncheon For Ladies 


MY DAY: In the Cabinet 


By Eleanor Roosevelt. 


WASHINGTON, Tuesday.—Yesterday was the first opportunity 
I have had to get the ladies of the cabinet together. We had a very 
pleasant luncheon and dscussed our winter obligations. It was 
generally feit that, while there was no reason 
to do away with all social activities, there were 
very good reasons why we should curtail some 
of these functions, The objective is to gain more 
time for work which might be helpful, either 
in our country or to some such democratic na- 
tions as we can still help in other parts of the 
world. : 

It was my first opportunity to greet Mrs. 
Stimson, Mrs. Knox, Mrs. Walker and Mrs. 
Wiofard since their husbands have joined the 
President’s cabinet. They had all been seeing 
each other, I am sure, but I have been a gad- 
about this autumn and am only just settling 
into the swing of Washington life again. 

In the afternoon I had my first musicale of the season. The 
east room was filled with guests and- we enjoyed the pianist, Mr. 
Mieczylaw Munz, and the singing of ° Virginia Lewis. She 
was discovered in Philadelphia a few years ago; a little col- 
ored orphan girl who had been a domestic servant. WPA gave 
her her first chance to obtain some training for her voice. Kind 
friends have helped her. She sang a program of Italian, German 
and English songs and was well received and enjoyed by her 
entire’ audience. 

In the evening I went over to the Chamber of Commerce build- 
ing to attend a local housing meeting. The hall was very full, 
showing how much the interest in the question of housing has 
grown in this city. The interest today is not only in the effort 
to wipe out the slums, but in defense housing, for we realize that 
we cannot augment our workers in amy hne without at the same 
time increasing our capacity for housing them. 

The same condition is confronting many other communities. It 
seems to me that the least we can do is to plan for the housing 
of people when we remove to areas. already crowded, or to areas 
so remote there is no housing near the job for them or their families. 

This morning, at Congressman Tolen’s request, I appeared be- 
fore the congressional committee studying the question of migra- 
tory workers. I listened with interest to Mrs. Thomas, a mother 
of six children, who testified on their travels during the past few 
years in search of work. Five of her children were there with her, 
and a finer family you could not ask to see. 

It seems cruel that these children should not have the advan- 
tages so many more fortunate children can enjoy. I often wish 
that when we see young people who are unable to profit by their 
advantages, we could switch them over and give the chance to 
others who would undoubtedly use every opportunity to great profit.

CHICAGO, Dec. 11.—(4)—The 
major leagues re-elected Commis- 
sioner K. M. Landis, voted down 
another spfing all-star game and 
limited night baseball to seven 
home games in a long, argumenta- 
tive session today. 

Landis cast the deciding vote 
in the stormy debate over re- 
stricting night baseball after the 
club owners had argued for more 
than an hour on the National 
League’s proposal to extend its 
seven-game rule to govern the 
American League also. 

Last year the St. Louis Browns 
had been given permission to play 
14 games and the Philadelphia 
Athletics eight. In its own seés- 
sion yesterday the American 
League lined up against a seven- 
game limit and the argument car- 
ried over into today’s joint meet- 
ing. 


After the lengthy discussian, the 
club owners voted in league units, 
for and against, and Landis voted 
with the National League. 

The club owners were not 
polled. 

The reason given for discontin- 
uing a spring training all-star 
game such as was held for war 
relief at Tampa, Fla., last spring, 
was that all clubs could not be 
represented. 


HELP FOR ARMY. 
Another proposal, to contribute 
baseball equipment to Army 
training camps, was held in abey- 
ance until a conference could be 
held with Army officials to deter- 
mine what help would be best. 
The leagues voted to have two

Intelligent Economy 
Governor-elect Talmadge, in his campaign 


and at the conferences he is now holding 
with members of the legislature which con- 
yenes in January, has stressed economy in 
conduct of state affairs. It is reported, even, 
that be believes sufficient can be saved to 
balance the state’s financial budget, when 
coupled with re-allocation of funds from some 
departments, particular the highway depart- 
‘ment. In other words, diversion of funds. 

If the governor-elect is correct in this as- 
sumption, it will be, by all means, the course 
of wisdom to follow his program. There is 
nothing needed in Georgia so seriously as an 
adjustment of state finances so that the 
scandalous conditions under which school 
teachers have gone for months unpaid may 
never be repeated. 

However, all economies must be carefully 
scrutinized before put in force. Whenever a 
proposed saving of a dollar means a loss of two 
dollars worth of service to the people of the 
state, that is no saving, but a clear loss. 

Modern government must give to the peo- 

ple it governs many services that, even a few 
years back, were undreamed. Social security, 
pensions for the aged, care of the helpless, 
old and young, is today an essential duty of the 
government which costs much in money, but 
a means immeasurably more in the wel- 
fare of the people and the progress of the 
state. There must be no retrogression in these 
services. : 

It is inevitable that when attempt is made 

to divert funds from the gasoline tax, automo- 
ile licenses, etc., to other purpose than high- 
way building or maintenance, there will be 
‘vigorous opposition from some special interests 
or from organizations that justify their exist- 
ce, and attendant cost by loudly “defending 
interests of the motorists.” 
' The day has passed, however, when the 
motorist, the purchaser of gasoline and, hence, 
the payer of the gasoline tax, should be con- 
‘sidered as a member of a special group. The 
‘automobile has become so universal a neces- 
sity that there are few families, rural or urban, 
which do not possess one—or, or least, use one 
frequently. | 
- he gasoline tax is, as a matter of fact, far 
ore of a general tax than the ad valorem 
tax on real estate. The number of auto own- 
in Georgia, today, far outnumbers the total 
f real estate owners. It would be as logical to 
gue that real estate tax moneys must be 
exclusively for improvements on real 
te, as to argue that gasoline tax money 
ust be spent solely on roads. 
_ The state needs, undoubtedly, better roads. 
‘Wet there is hardly a county in Georgia which 
‘pannot be reached today over paved highway, 
‘and few roads are impassible, at any season 
of the year. Too, the federal government will 
‘probably do much road building in the state 
as a part of the national defense program, in 
he next year or two. 
3 Georgia could well afford to drastically re- 
her expenditures through the highway 
department, for a year at least, and use that 
money to place the financial status of the 
tate in perfect order and thus protect the 
tate’s credit as well as assuring fair treat- 
nt of her teachers, her old age pensioners, 
her orphans, her afflicted and her poor.

War Against United States 

Whether or not the people of the United 
States realize it, Adolf Hitler has no miscon- 
ceptions regarding the attitude of Nazi Ger- 
many toward this country. He stated bluntly, 
in his-speech of Tuesday, that the people of 
Germany are engaged in a life-and-death 
Struggle “against Britain and the United 
States.” 

The Hitler speech, though undoubtedly in- 
tended chiefly for home consumption, will have 
served good purpose if it helps to arouse this 
nation from the complacent lethargy in which 
it now seems to view the world struggle. If 
the plain statement, by the Nazi leader him- 
self, that he regards this country as an equal 
foe with Britain, cannot arouse America to 
full war effort, nothing can. 

The Nazi leader’s words definitely state 
that, once Britain is crushed, he has plans for 
the complete subjugation of the United States. 
It need not be by the force of war, though no 
sane person today doubts that Germany would 
send her bombers and guns against America 
if she thought it advisable. But, simply by 
economic pressure, a Germany triumphant over 
the British empire, the last bastion of the 
free in Europe, could reduce this nation to 
impotence. Once having done that, the same 
thing would occur here that has happened in 
Germany. 

Control of all industry, all life, would go 
into the hands of a puppet government. Capi- 
tal would be confiscated into the hands of the 
state and labor unions would be eliminated. 
All such social gains as the wage and hour law, 
social security, etc., would be discarded and 
the workers would do as they were told by the 
governing overlords, would work as many hours 
as they were told and receive as wages some- 
thing less than sufficient for the maintenance 
of normal living conditions. 

With such a fate staring us in the face, 
with Nazidom already classing us as one of 
its great foes, with our subjugation boldly pro- 
claimed as one of the first objectives of the 
German dictatorship, we yet dilly dally about 
co-ordination of our armament effort. The 
senate postpones until next year consideration 
of credits to Britain and leaders speak, in in- 
definite terms, of turning more ships over to 
Britain “sometime in the future.” 

We argue about priorities in plane deliveries 
and lack of proper organization creates “bot- 
tlenecks” in industry, while plants which could 
aid in removing this hindrance remain idle. 

And, perhaps worst of all, organized labor 
instigates strikes in defense industries, vital 
necessities for national defense are held up, 
indefinitely, while great groups of workers 
strike over a matter of a dollar or two in the 
weekly pay envelope. Industrial saboteurs, 
agents for the Nazis, foment’ labor unrest and 
strikes and their co-workers engineer the blast- 
ing of munition plants. 

Hitler knows he is at war with the United 
States. He has said’so. 

Today, if we will only approximate in ef- 
ficiency the German war effort, we can keep 
the actual war on the other side of the At- 
lantic, and yet assure victory to the side of 
freedom and human decency. 

Tomorrow, if we continue our futile fid- 
dling, we'll be hearing the bombs on this side 
and will be fighting, illy prepared, a war our- 
selves, in which the chances will be slim for 


final victory.

—Now that it is an 
open secret that one of the purposes of the President’s cruise was 
to get time to mull over a reorganization of the defense effort, in- 
formed circles here are busy guessing what form the reorganiza- 
tion may take. William S. Knudsen has sealed his own lips with 
the memorable dictum, “Speculation in my mind should come from 
the head, not the help;” but there are few other important officials 
who will not express their ideas 6n the subject. 

Thus there is something of an embarrassment of choices for 
any one who wishes to predict which of the numerous proposed 
plans the President will chodse if he chooses at all. Despite the 
multiplicity of minor variations, however, it is possible to distin- 


guish three main classes of plans. 
STRONGER SET-UP (1) A good many of the businessmen 
at the Defense Commission favor a 
scheme by which the present commission set-up would simply be 
expanded and strengthened. A chairman would be appointed, to 
give drive and direction to the commission’s work, and to put an 
end to the present difficult system of doing business by intermin- 
able conference, The powers of each commissioner over his special 
domain—as Edward R. Stetinius over raw materials, and Sidney 
Hillman over labor—would be made broader and more specific. 
Above all, the authority and responsibility now so haphazardly 
divided between the commission and the Army and Navy would 
be concentrated and fixed. 

In essence, in short, plan number one calls for a defense com- 
mission no longer merely advisory, but generally similar to Ber- 
nard M. Baruch’s famous War Industries Board in 1918. Logically, 
this plan appears simpler and more efficient than the others. 
Practically speaking, however, it is a pretty long-shot in the betting 
books, since it requires of the President a frank and total reversal 
of his proclaimed policy of managing the defense effort, “through 
regular governmental channels.” The President may prefer a longer 
way round to such a self-reversal. (2) Among defense commission 
officials with an interest in the present set-up, some New Dealers, 
and certain other administration leaders who are fundamentally 
satisfied with things as they are, a less far-reaching change is 
favored. Their proposal is simply to leave the defense commission 
as it is, to retain its advisory character, but to give William S. 
Knudsen’s production division real powers, and to appoint Donald 
Nelson as the overloard of Army and Navy procurement. 


TO HEART OF PROBLEM This singling out of Knudsen’s di- 
eo vision among the oth 
defense commission will go, it is said, to the inet of Aaa 
the need for increased output of defense material. Nelson’s appoint- 
ment, it is argued, will tie Army and Navy procurement in with 
the commission, and give the procurement officers the benefit of 
civilian experience. Although it has points obviously likely to 
appeal to the President, who sometimes has a fondness for half 
measures in administration, there are also practical political objec- 
tions to the plan. For one thing, it would not satisfy the wide- 
spread public demand for the naming of a chairman of the defense 
commission. For another, it would enrage the War and Navy De-

(3) A possible compromise is a third plan, with some backing 
among men high in the War and Navy Departments, as well as 
among private persons close to the President who are concerned 
for the defense effort’s success. Under this plan, William S. Knud- 
sens production division would become the center of the defense 
commission. And to end the dispersion of authority between the 
commission and the War and Navy Departments, the undérsecre- 
tary of the Navy, James Forrestal, and the assistant secretary of 
war, Robert Patterson, would be associated with him, ex-officio. 

Thus Army and Navy procurement would be brought into the 
defense set-up without difficulty, and the main responsibility and 
power would be fixed in a small, congenial and efficient three- 
man board. The vital business of defense production might then be 
adequately organized. Meanwhile, the other divisions of the com- 
mission would also be implemented with adequate authority, and 
would work with the Knudsen-Forrestal-Patterson board under 
some simple system of subordination. As the Plan seems to meet 
the President's requirements as well as the requirements of the 
Situation, it is not the worst bet of the three.

Some 
of it is even 50 per cent alcohol. 
Which is the same as 100-proof, 

And, says Professor Henderson, 
whisky of 35 per cent alcohol is 
about the highest concentration 
that can be taken habitually with- 
out injury to the stomach. In 
England, he says, they dg better. 
They permit a dilution that makes 
Scotch whisky a milder drink than 
it is in America. 


That accounts for the frequency 
with which Americans, returning 
from Britain, say they can drink 
more there than they can at home. 
Generally they attribute it to the 
climate. The chief reason is be- 
cause in Britain Scotch whisky 
is distinctly milder than it is over 
here, 

_ Higher taxes and a more diluted 
liquor, Professor Henderson states, 
are two factors which have great- 
ly reduced alcoholism in Britain 
during the past quarter century. 
He urges a similar state of affairs 
over here. 


Fireproofing

Take ammonium sulfate, says 
the directions, in the proportion 
of one-fourth the weight of the 
tree.

Use as fresh a tree as possible, 
with the base cut in a long diag- 
onal slant or in a narrow V. Set 
the tree in the solution and away 
from direct sunlight until most 
of the solution is absorbed. The 
solution is absorbed “throughout 
all branches and leaves. If it is 
done in a room between 55 and 65 
degrees Fahrenheit, the absorbing 
is more quickly done and the fo- 
liage retains its green color longer 
than if it is done in a warmer 
room.

Mr. Fish 
was preparing a speech to be de- 
livered in his district and was 
contemplating some unconfirmed 
and, if untrue, slanderous matter 
which had come to him anony- 
mously in the mail. I asked him 
if he had checked these allega- 
tions, and my version of the con- 
versation is that, although he had 
not, he had planned to use the 
material, anyway, qualifying it 
with some escape clause as “it is 
alleged” and “it is believed.”

In fact, many po- 
litical orators operate under an 
implied immunity and are notori- 
ously indifferent to truth and 
provable fact in their comments 
affecting the reputations of de- 
fenseless citizens. 

A Communist member of con- 
gress once said of a certain man 
that this man got drunk every 
night, although the congressman 
had never had the honor of meet- 
ing the man and probably had 
never even seen him. A like 
charge against the Communist 
congressman published in a paper 
having financial assets would 
doubtless have résulted in a libel 
suit being filed, Communists being 
hell on their legal rights and ever 
alert to grab a dollar from a cap- 
italist. I am aware of another 
case in which a famous public 
man, who constantly berates the 
press, deliberately libeled a citizen 
in a speech after two lawyers had 
advised him that certain matter 
in his address was clearly libelous. 
Moreover, he boasted of it. 

I certainly will not assume the 
burden of defending the publica- 
tion of the report to which: Rep- 
resentative Fish objected, but I do 
want to emphasize the fact that he 
has a legal remedy, whereas he 
and all other members of both 
houses may slander citizens with 
impunity, and that some of them 
have been known to do so.

Less Careful of congress have 
a high regard 


for their responsibility and, be- 
cause most of them are politicians 
by occupation, they are, on the 
average, much less careful on the 
floor than reporters are in print. 
The politician grows up in the 
habit of immunity. The reporter 
begins to hear about libel when 
he is acub. The congressman has 
no city editor over him to ask, 
“Who is your authority for this 
charge?” and to delete it. from 
his remarks if it is an anonymous 
tip or rumor. 

Obviously, members of con- 
gress cannot be held accountable, 
because it is necessary that they 
have complete freedom in debate. 
But this immunity should impose 
on every member a conscientious 
respect for the truth, an aversion 
to scandal for its own sake and a 
scrupulous respect for the reputa- 
tion of the citizen under discus- 
sion. And the decent members 
should assume a duty to expunge 
wanton slander at once lest they 
be repeated by scurrilous publi- 
cations. 

If the United States government 
were legally responsible for all the 
libels uttered in congress and 
published in the Record, the judg- 
ments would just about consume 
the entire pot of cash on hand, 
accounts receivable and the pro- 
ceeds of public works and build- 
ing and the United States navy 
sold under the hammer.

specified tax? The poll tax is 
merged with and becomes a part 
of all taxes, both state and county. 
The code of Georgia sets forth the 
qualification of voters. Among 
them being: He must be a citizen 
of the state 12 months, of the 
county six months and the city 
ward or militia district 30 days 


and be a registered voter. On reg- 


istering he must take an oath that 
he has paid all taxes required of 
him since the adoption of the con- 
stitution of 1877, that he has had 
an opportunity of paying. 

The laws of Georgia are very 
lenient with tax payers. State 
and county taxes fall due on or be- 
fore December 20 each year, but 
the law gives the tax payer six 
months’ grace before disqualifying 
him on account of nonpayment of 
taxes. The section of the consti- 
tution cited by Mr. Webber does 
not touch the question at issue at 
all. The federal constitution does 
not deny the states the right to 
levy and collect taxes, persona! 
or property, or both, in any way 
it sees fit. Many voters pay and

taxes, and are denied by the state 
the right to vote, which is its 
privilege. No provision of the fed- 
eral constitution is involved what- 
soever.

voters who do not pay their taxes 
as required the right to vote that 
is a matter entirely within the 
discretion of the state.

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FIRES IN FORESTS 
EXACT HEAVY TOLL 

Editor, Constitution: This is the 
season of the year when smoke 
darkens the horizon. Smoke that 
blinds and stinks, and most of it 
comes as a result of carelessness 
with fire. 

Frost came and killed the sum- 
mer plant life. Then a hunter 
or camper throws down a match 
or cigaret butt and from it springs 
a fire that sweeps across acres of 
forests. 

In Georgia, Uncle Sam has for- 
est reserves which are guarded 
with special care and with the 
most up-to-date fire-fighting 
equipment. He is using parachute 
fire fighter, scientific hygrother- 
mograph equipment to measure 
and chart the moisture content in 
the air, and mechanical trenchers 
manned by one man that digs a 
mile of fire trench an hour. How- 
ever, a majority of the forests 
here are privately owned. These 
are the ones in danger, because 
there is no good fire-fighting 
equipment available. Some fight 
feebly with worn-out equipment, 
and others just let the fire burn 
out. 

Thousands of dollars are being 
burned into smoke and ashes every 
year right here under our very 
noses, and yet we complacently 
stand by and watch them burn. 
We need to spend some time and 
money on the prevention of for- 
est fires. It is an investment that 
will pay back 100 fold. Let us 
be careful, with fire, and keep it 
in the right place.

Of Shipping Perrhits 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 11.—(4)— 
The British embassy announced 
today a modification of the two- 
month limitation on the validity 
of navicerts (shipping permits). 
The modification is designed to 
assist shippers who are reluctant 
to manufacture the goods to be 
shipped until they can be sure 
of obtaining a navicert for them. 
Under the optional plan of ap- 
plication, such shippers may sub- 
mit a report on the prospective 
cargo for provisional approval, 
stating when the goods will be 
ready for shipment, and British 
authorities will fix a later date 
when the navicert may be claimed.

President Roosevelt today accept- 
ed the resignation of Lawrence W. 
Cramer as governor of the Virgin 
Islands. Cramer had asked to be 
relieved as of December 14. 

Before replacing Paul M. Pear- 
son as governor in 1935, Cramer, 
a native of New Orleans, served 
four years as lieutenant governor 
of St. Croix. Prior to his first 
Virgin Island assignment he was 
an instructor in the government 
department at Columbia Univer-

Near me a shell landed between 
two mules. When the smoke 


cleared away the animals were un- 


hurt. A grinning soldier in the 
trench beside me picked up a piece 
of shrapnel which had glanced off 
his steel helmet and threw it dis- 
dainfully toward the Italians. 
Overhead the heavy Greek 
shells fired from hidden batteries 
'miles behind the lines sounded like 
ipcenia of planes as they roared 


Guns Crack. 

Close behind the 75’s cracked 
viciously. Both sides were fight- 
‘ing with all they had. 

An Italian prisoner told me: 

“The Greek guns are deadly. 
Hardly a single one of our ma- 
chine gun nests has not been hit. 
It’s hell. We have hardly eaten 
lately because the supply trucks 
did not arrive. They were not 


‘able to climb the muddy mountain 
trails.” 


The Italians were firing wildly. 
For a time while I kept count, 
only one in five of their shells ex- 
ploded. 

After the battle we ran for cov- 


‘er, sharply reminded of the dan- 


ger from a steady barrage of the 
Italian batteries. We made cover 
by running 25 to 50 feet and 
crawling in the mud as the shells 
screamed unpleasantly close.
